who  ftands  foremoll  in  the  ambition, 
and  I hope  in  the  power,  to  save 
his  country. 

I therefore  entreat  your  permif- 
lion  to  infcribe  the  following  dif- 
courfe  to  your  name.  High  as  your 
Lordlhip’s  heart  is  known  to  beat  in 
humanity,  it  is  a new  fpecies  of 
feeling  that  is  awakened,  when  we 
fhew  the  dead  rejlored  to  life . To 

heal  the  fick,  to  cure  the  wounded, 
to  provide  for  the  deftitute,  to  re- 
claim the  bad,  to  meet  the  various 
accidents  and  calamities  of  life  with 
needful  relief,  are  portions  of  bene- 
volence, which  fallen  on  the  heart 
more  readily  and  llrongly  from  the 
habit  of  feeing  and  feeling  the  evils 

which 
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which  appeal  to  us.  But  if  any  or 
all  of  thefe  together  mark  high  the 
generofity,  which  comes  forward  to 
difpenfe  them;  there  cannot  be  a 
queftion,  but  in  the  order  of  bene- 
ficence they  mull  yield  the  palm  to 
the  exalted  purpofe  of  reftoring  life 
-—the  grand  capacity  of  all  other 
gifts  and  enjoyments — the  great  end 
to  which  all  the  other  beneficences 
ferve— -and  with  life  itfelf,  perhaps 
a new  turn  of  mind,  which  may 
fave  the  individual  for  ever. 

When  the  momentous  mterefts 
of  this  almoft  ruined  nation,  to  re. 
cover  which  your  great  integrity  has 
ftepped  forth,  under  every  difcou- 

ragement 
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ragement  but  the  thankful  voice  of 
the  people,  fhall  give  you  leifure  to 
fee  the  wonderful  lights  which  the 
Humane  Society  has  thrown  on 
the  human  fyltem,  and  the  growing 
extenfivenefs  of  its  aftual  bleffings 
to  many  parts  of  this  illand,  it  will 
make  the  honors  of  your  admini- 
ftration,  or,  in  other  words,  your 

PATRONAGE  OF  THE  PEOPLE,  COm- 

pleat,  that  to  your  labors  for  raid- 
ing the  dead  to  life,  in  a political 
fenfe,  you  added  a zeal  for  the  fame 
glorious  work  in  a literal,  by  bring- 
ing tliat  to  be  a national  obje6l, 
which  is  fo  confpicuoufly  a national 
benefit.

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That  your  Lordfhip  may  long  be 
happy,  with  this  grateful  nation,  in 
the  fruits  of  your  upright  views  to 
give  reftoration  to  its  liberties  and 
its  welfare,  is  the  prayer  of.

rJ~^0  reftore  the  dead  to  life  is  the  fummit 
of  all  miraculous  attentions,  which 
the  Divine  Power  has  vouchfafed  either 
to  the  fpecial  commiffion  of  individuals, 
or  to  any  religion,  delivered  from  Heaven. 
And  the  fame  wonderful  operation, 
in  fuch  earlier  circumftances  of  mor- 
tality as  may  leave  it  practicable  by  mere 
human  abilities,  muft  equally  be  the 
fummit  of  glory  to  fcientific  Ikill.  Of 
all  the  means,  which  divine  or  human 
exertions  can  employ,  to  lift  the  admira- 
tion, or  win  the  love  of  a beholding  world, 
none  can  enfure  thefe  more  completely  than 
calling  back  into  life  thofe  who  are  dear  to 
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us.  A variety  of  the  moft  powerful  cir- 
cumftances  concur  to  accumulate  favor 
on  this  pretenlion.  On  the  one  hand,  it  is 
flattered  by  that  ambition,  which  pufhes 
every  great  mind  to  new  acquisitions  of 
knowledge,  and  efpecially  where  a hope  is 
given  of  realizing'  what  appeared  marvel- 
lous in  its  kind  : On  the  other,  it  obtains 

an  advocate  in  every  heart  that  fhares  its 
bleffings  ; it  meets  a bleffing  returned  by 
the  ftrongeft  pledges  of  affection,  by  all  the 
powers  that  roufe  the  foui  to  its  higheft 
pitch,  by  that  combined  fervor  of  our 
moft  paffionate  feelings,  which  forms  the 
unfpeakable  tranfition  from  inconfolable 
affli&ion  to  an  ecftacy  ofhappinefs,  fwell- 
ing  out  into  all  that  love,  joy,  gratitude 
can  exprefs,  for  fo  precious  a recovery  of 
what  was  deemed  to  be  loft,  as  that  of  the 
life  of  a fellow  creature* 

But  this  is  fpeaking  a language,  which 
till  now  was  not  given  us.  Till  this  Hu~ 
mane  Society , by  its  fuc'cefsful  endeavors  to 
arreft  the  hand  of  death,  juftified  us  in 

fpeaking 
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(peaking  thus  confidently  of  the  power  of 
robbing  him  of  his  triumphs,  this  language 
muft  havq  covered  every  mouth  that  ut- 
tered it  with  all  the  reproach  of  infolent 
impofture.  But  the  bounds  are  ftill  marked 
with  modeftv,  treading  as  this  Society  yet 
does  only  on  the  threshold  of  thefe  afton idl- 
ing difcoveries.  It  prefumes  to  communi- 
cate a blefling,  not  which  paft  ages  had  no 
hints  of,  but  which  having  appeared  in 
(lighter  or  ftronger  views  to  former  times, 
found  not  in  any  profeflors  diligence 
enough  to  penetrate  thro’  the  outer  dark- 
nefs  that  furrounded  it,  to  the  delight  and 
the  utility  which  awaited  their  labors  in 
the  end;  and  it  entrufis  to  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  world  the  probability  of  a farther 
progrefs,  which  may  effedt  the  recovery  of 
life  • in  cafes  hitherto  unattempted,  and 
perhaps  after  periods  which  have  not  yet 
fuffered  fuccefs  to  attend  its  endeavors.. 

In  the  paffage  of  fcriptu re  before  us,  our 
minds  are  drawn  very  forcibly  to  the 
B 2 grounds 
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grounds  on  which  this  Society  hath 
founded  its  exertions.  The  language  in 
which  our  Saviour  has  there  exprefled  him- 
felfon  a cafe  of  mortality,  muft  ftrike  every 
one  who  has  attended  to  the  phyfical  prin- 
ciples which  called  this  infUtution  into 
being  : Without  afcribing  more  fcience 

than  may  needs  be  granted  to  him,  in  whom 
were  hid  all  the  treafures  of  wifdom  and  know- 
ledge , it  is  doubtlefs  faying  as  little  as  we 
can  to  aver,  that  under  the  fimpleft  figure 
he  has  fpoken  what  the  moft  improved 
phifiology  confirms.  In  other  refpedts  too, 
there  are  circumftances  attending  that  cafe, 
wherein  our  Saviour  gpcioufly  interfered, 
which  tally  fo  exactly  with  what  have  at- 
tended this  Society  in  its  endeavors,  that 
the  latter  will  not  fuffer  by  that  notice  of 
them,  which  will  be  given  in  its  place. 

The  young  woman  to  whom  the  text 
refers,  the  daughter  of  Jairus , was  at  the 
point  of  death,  when  her  father  went  to 

importune 
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importune  the  well-known  miraculous 
power  of  Jefus  Chrift  to  reftore  her  to 
health.  He  gracioufly  confented.  But 
being  detained  in  his  way  by  an  occafion 
which  was  given  him  of  performing  ano- 
ther miracle  on  a poor  difeafed  woman, 
fome  time  had  elapfed  before  he  reached  the 
father’s  houfe.  In  this  interim,  meffengers 
brought  word  that  the  maid  was  dead. 
But  to  him  who  could  afterwards  rai feLa* 
%arus  from  a ftate  of  putrefa&ion,  it  was 
the  fame  thing  whatever  was  the  ftage  of 
mortality.  Comforting  therefore  the  dif- 
con folate  father  and  his  friends,  he  pro- 
ceeded on  his  way.  When  he  arrived  at 
the  houfe,  he  found  by  the  lamentations  of 
thofe  who  were  within,  and  the  ceremo- 
nies employed  on  occafions  of  death,  that, 
to  every  ufual  idea,  the  maid  was  dead. 
They  affured  him  that  fhe  was  fo.  They 
were  fo  confident  of  it,  that  having  never 
feen  him  raife  the  dead  to  life  (this  was 
the  firft  inftance)  they  humbly  declined  to 
give  him  the  trouble  of  proceeding  farther. 

B 3 Here 
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Here  then  he  replies  in  the  words  of  the 
text,  She  is  not  dead , but  Jleepeth , 

In  what  fenfe  are  we  to  underftand  this  £ 
From  an  authority  like  his,  doubtlefs  this 
muft  have  fpoken  infinite  comfort,  if  they 
could  fo  difpoflefs  themfelves  of  what  all 
their  fenfes  told  them,  that  fhe  had  ex-* 
pired,  as  to  receive  his  aflurance  that  Jhe 
Jlept , in  its  firft  and  fimple  idea.  But  we 
find  they  could  not.  And  in  fuch  a literal 
meaning  oftheexpreflion,  that [he jlept ^ it  was 
impoffible  that  he  could  prefs  the  aflertion. 

Was  it  then  in  order  to  gratify  a modefly 
ofcharader,  and  not  to  appear  to  vaunt  him- 
felf  in  the  fulleft  difplay  of  his  omnipo- 
tence, that  he  fo  fpake  ? Doubtlefs  his  mo- 
defty  was  great  on  all  occafions,  and  An- 
gularly fo  in  this  ; efpecially  when  he  fuf- 
fered  none  but  three  of  his  difciples,  with  the 
father  and  mother,  to  be  cye-witnefles  of 
the  refroration  of  the  child.  But  in  no 
circumffance  was  this  perfonal  delicacy  ever 

luffered 
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fuffered  to  operate  fo  as  to  reduce  the  de- 
gree of  fplendor  which  was  due  to  his 
million,  from  the  real  nature  of  the  cafe;, 
which  muft  have  happened  here,  if  by  any 
expreffion  he  had  given  a fan  <3:  ion  to  any 
idea,  which  encouraged  them  to  believe, 
that  the  maid  had  undergone  lefs  than  a 
total  ceffation  of  the  vital  functions. 

But  he  fai,d,  fie  was  not  dead.  We  are 
therefore  fpared  in  the  farther  trouble  of 
looking  for  his  meaning,  that Jhe Jlept , in  that 
figurative  fenfe  of  the  word  Jleepr  wherein 
he  himfelf  fpeaking  of  Lazarus,  his  Apoftle 
Paul  fpeaking  of  the  refurredtion,  and 
others  in  various  parts  of  fcripture,  have 
ufed  it  as  fynonymous  with  death  ; for 
this  would  encumber  the  paflage  before  us 
with  no  lefs  than  a diredt  contradidtion 
in  terms. 

We  muft  therefore  neceffarily  underftand 
his  expreftion,  that  fie  Jlept , in  fuch  a figu- 
rative fenfe,  - as  while  it  does  not  contradidt 
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his  affertion  that  Jhe  was  not  dead,  is  equal- 
ly compatible  with  the  declarations  of  all 
who  were  prefent,  that  Jhe  was  dead \ in  all 
the  common  appearances  of  death.  If  his 
authority  cannot  and  ought  not  to  be  gain- 
fayed,  neither  are  thofe  common  appear- 
ances of  death  to  be  treated  with  difregard, 
or  confounded  with  any  fymptoms  of  mor- 
tality, which  fall  fhort  of  an  expiring 
breath.  There  feems  therefore  but  one 
folution  of  the  matter,  which  can  reconcile 
thefe  contrariant  authorities  ; and  you  have 
it  in  this  plain  idea  ; that  tho*  fhe  was  not 
abfolutely  and  finally  dead,  yet  fhe  was  ap- 
parently fo,  by  that  ceffation  of  thepo  vers 
and  functions  of  life,  which  gives  tue  con- 
flant  notice  that  death  hath  t^ken  its  hold. 

The  fimilitude  he  hath  ufedis  moft  per- 
fectly natural  to  exprefs  this  doCtrine  ; and, 
as  expreffive  of  it,  will  meet  the  ear  of 
the  moft  accurate  phifiologift  with  the 
fchafteft  effeCt.  In  deep,  the  fpirit  of  man 
isquiefeent;  the  power  that  moves  us,  as 
intelligent  aCtive  beings,  ceafes  from  its 

ufual 


ufual  exertions  : Yet  it  abides  within  ns, 

till  the  removal  of  the  oppreffion,  by  which 
it  is  locked  up,  fuffers  it  to  a£t  again.  In  a 
fimilar  manner,  but  in  a ftronger  degree,  on 
the  immediate  invafion  of  death,  the  fpirit 
of  life  becomes  dormant  ; it  feels  a flop  to 
its  power  of  adlion  ; it  is  put  out  as  a burn- 
ing taper  : But  a fpark  ftill  remains  fome- 
wkere  latent,  and  for  fome  time  capable  of 
catching  the  re-kindling  heat,  that  meets 
it  not  too  late.  Circumftanqes  will  make  this 
more  or  lefs  difficult  in  the  natural  and  figu- 
rative taper  alike.  Let  the  fuppreffion  come 
when  cither  has  been  lingering  in  the  fock- 
et,  and  is  nearly  burnt  out  of  itfelf,  and  the 
refloration  cannot  be  expelled,  if  it  were 
worth  the  trial;  But  where  the  flame  is 
fuddenly  put  out  in  its  full  ftrength,  it 
will  meet  more  readily  the  heat  that  reaches 
it.  In  almoft  every  inftance  we  know 
that  warmth  remains  a confiderable  time 
after  the  fuppreffion  of  life  : It  feems  then 

but  natural  to  conclude,  that  this  remnant 
warmth  is  given  by  the  remnant  fpirit  of 

life  ; 
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life ; and  than  why  may  not  this  fpirit  of 
life  be  recovered  by  remedies  that  reach  ef- 
fectually the  organs,  thro’  which  it  is  to  aCt  ? 

This  interpretation  is  not  forced  upon 
our  Saviour’s  words,  becaufe  it  is  convenient 
for  this  occafion  : The  more  it  is  confi- 
dered,  the  more  eafy  and  pertinent  it  will 
feem.  Indeed,  it  appears  extremely  diffi- 
cult, in  a view  of  the  whole  cafe,  to  fix  any 
other  meaning  on  his  words,  that  is  con- 
fident with  the  gravity  of  his  character. 
And  if  this  be  thought  objeCt  ion  able,  as  it 
may  feem  to  lefien,  if  not  annihilate,  his 
own  miracle,  in  the  eyes  of  thofe  whom  it 
was  meant  to  convince,  and  convert  to 
him,  the  anfwer  is  eafy  ; that'lefs  than  a 
miracle  it  could  not  be,  when  by  his  word 
alone  the  principle  of  life  was  recalled  : If 
others,  pretending  only  to  common  fcience, 
have  recalled  it  after  him,  it  is  by  the  per- 
fevering  labor  of  external  remedies. 

In  this  way  the  Humane  Society  hath  di- 
rected its  attempts,  but  without  prefump- 

tion. 
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fcion.  If  it  might  derive  encouragement 
from  the  hints  fuggefted  in  this  language, 
of  our  Lord,  and  in  other  events  recorded 
in  the  Bible ; thofe  hints  are  now  com- 
pletely filled  up  by  the  accurate  inveftiga- 
tions  of  fcience.  Experience  hath  given 
that  certain  knowledge  of  the  human 
frame,  which  fuffers  not  even  the  fecret 
fprings  of  life  and  death  to  efcape  its  reach. 
By  accumulated  proofs  of  late  years  it  has 
been  found,  that  the  principle  of  life  refts 
more  in  the  nerves  and  mufcles  than  has 
ufually  been  thought  ; that  thefe,  together 
with  the  lungs,  are  happily  endued  with 
an  irritable  quality,  of  which  they  are 
never  incapable,  fo  long  as  they  keep  their 
proper  tone  ; and  confequently  that  when- 
ever by  fuccefsfnl  remedies  thefe  can  be 
brought  into  re-a£tion,  notwithfianding  the 
heart  has  ceafed  to  beat,  the  blood  to  flow, 
and  the  lungs  to  play,  life  of  courfe  will 
be  reftored  into  the  frame.  Nothing 
therefore  can  be  more  indifputably 
realifed,  than  the  diftindlion  between 
abfolute  and  appare?it  death  ; which  has  en- 
abled this  Society,  and  others  of  the  like 
kind  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  by  the 

reftoration 
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reparation  of  many  hundred  indivi- 
duals to  life,  to  pronounce  of  them  in  the 
words  of  our  Saviour,  they  were  not  dead , 
hd  Jlepty  in  a ftronger  fenfe. 

We  are  indebted  indeed  for  the  firft  move- 
ments in  this  great  defign  to  another 
Country  : But  thofe,  who  firft  moved  in  it, 
muft  in  their  turn  acknowledge  the  obliga- 
tions they  have  received  from  hence,  in 
the  wonderful  improvements  to  which  the 
zeal  and  abilities  of  thofe,  who  formed  this 
inftitution,  have  carried  the  means  and  reme- 
dies, on  which  all  its  fuccefs  depends.  Its 
exertions  have  been  directed  chiefly  to 
the  recovery  of  thofe  who  have  been 
drowned,  which  happens  perhaps  more 
frequently,  at  leaf!  in  many  parts  of  our 
Wand,  than  any  other  circumftance  of  fud- 
den  or  accidental  death,  where  no  injury  is 
done  to  the  corporeal  frame.  But  in  va- 
rious cafes  of  fuffocation  it  has  been  equal- 
ly fuccefsful  ; and  it  refts  with  the  public 
encouragement  to  fhew,  what  farther  won- 
ders yet  remain  for  its  efforts  to  accomplifh. 


For 
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For  aconfiderable  time,  the  exertions  of 
this  Society  met  with  the  moft  unaccount- 
able  prejudices,  which  perhaps  not  all  thek 
marvellous  fuccefs  has  yet  been  able  to  ex- 
tinguifh.  But  in  this  circum fiance  they 
are  brought  again  into  an  honorable  fimi- 
litude  to  the  fituation  of  our  Saviour  hitn- 
felf  in  the  cafe  before  us  : The  parallelis 
fo  ftrong,  that  it  cannot  fail  to  ftrike  us  ; 
and  we  hope  it  will  be  a fufficient  cure  of 
all  prejudices  in  future.  When  our  Sa- 
viour gave  the  friends  of  the  young  woman 
hopes  that  he  would  reflore  her  to  life, 
telling  them  Jhe  was  not  dead , but  jlept , we 
find  they  laughed  him  to  fcorn ; not  more 
perhaps  for  fpeaking  of  reftoring  the  dead 
to  life,  than  for  endeavoring  to  perfuade 
them  that  death  had  not  taken  place,  where 
every  conftant  evidence  of  it  appeared. 
And  how  many  difficulties  had  the  firft  in- 
ftitutors  of  this  humane  dejign  to  encoun- 
ter, when,  on  the  allured  diftin&ion  be- 
tween abfolute  and  apparent  death,  theypro- 
pofed  the  refloration  of  the  drowned  to 

life  ? 
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life  ? They  could  tell  you,  that  they  Wert 
laughed  to  j corn * They  recoiled  with  pain 
the  coolnefs,  the  unbelieving  backwardnefs* 
with  which  they  were  met,  even  in  the 
walks  of  the  medical  profeffion  itfelf ; and 
then  no  wonder  if  the  fame  things  at* 
tended  them  from  the  common  clafles  of 
people,  who  were  to  come  forward  in  the 
labors  neceffary  to  give  fuccefs  to  thefe  at* 
tempts.  But  when  fuccefs  hath  put  its  feal 
to  the  purpofe,  all  prejudice,  which  before 
was  weak,  (as  prejudice  muft  ever  be)  be* 
comes  mean  and  wretched  ; it  is  made  cri* 
minal,  without  pardon  or  excufe.  Every 
generous  mind  will  rejoice  that  its  ideas  are 
opened,  and  its  moft  tenacious  opinions 
overfet,  when  the  event  throws  fuch  lights 
upon  fcience,  and  benefits  mankind  in  cir- 
cumftances  fo  clofely  c.onne&ed  with  their 
fondeft  feelings.  In  exchange  for  our  moft 
rivetted  notions,  we  are  compenfated  with 
the  means  of  gratifying  one  of  our  ftrong- 
eft  defires,  the  continuance  of  life,  by  frui- 
trating 
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fcrating  fome  of  the  numerous  contingen- 
cies, which  perpetually  lie  in  wait  to  cut  it 
off. 

But  if  it  may  now  triumph  over  prej  udice, 
there  are  other  circumftances  which  yet  im- 
pede itsprogrefs,  and  bring  us  this  day  to  loli- 
cit  your  benevolent  affiftance.  To  diffufethis 
life-reftoring  art  thro’  every  quarter  of  this 
Hland,  muft  be  the  natural  wifh  of  thofe, 
whofe  induftry  and  benevolence  hath  ri- 
pened it.  But  if  ever  they  prevail  in  this* 
the  fupport  of  it  muft  be  left  in  a great  de- 
gree to  thofe  feveral  diftrids,  into  which  it 
ihall  find  its  way.  In  the  much  narrower 
circle,  which  inclofes  at  moft  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  this  metropolis,  or  no  great 
diftance  from  it,  the  exertions  of  this 
Society  call  for  aids,  which  hitherto  it  has 
been  but  poorly  enabled  to  fupply.  Re- 
fled  for  a moment,  that  it  muft  employ  not 
only  numbers  of  the  medical  profeffion, 
who  are  not  in  every  fituation  to  be  com- 
penfated  merely  by  the  rewards  of  honor  $ 

but 
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but  numbers  alfo  of  another  clafs,  whole 
time  and  labor  is  their  daily  bread.  In 
Ihort,  how  benevolent  foever  mankind  may 
be,  benevolence  alone  cannot  be  expeded 
to  bring  them  forward  at  every  call,  where 
their  circumftances  render  it  neceffary  to 
put  a value  on  their  fervice.  And  if  in 
the  lift  of  fubfcribers,  which  is  open  to  your 
notice,  you  make  allowance  for  thofe, 
vvhofe  names  may  claim  to  ftand  there  for 
general  fervices  or  patronage,  which  pro- 
duces no  annual  addition  to  its  purfe  ; you 
will  find  its  powers  of  anfwering  thefe  need- 
ful gratifications  extremely  narrowed. 
Thefe  will  be  found  ftill  more  narrowed, 
when  you  take  into  account  the  confider- 
able  and  neceffary  expenditures,  with  the 
utmoft  frugality,  in  diffufing  not  only  into 
the  hands  of  fubfcribers,  but  thro’  the 
world  at  large,  that  account  of  its  progrefs, 
and  thofe  other  publications  in  its  favor, 
which  are  neceffary  to  do  \t  juftice,  and  to 
familiarize  to  the  aflurance  of  all  thofe  fads, 
which  elfe  might  appear  incredible,  or 

doubtful 
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doubtful  at  leaft.  It  muft  therefore  depend 
confiderably  oil  the  return  of  this  day  for 
the  liberality,  which  the  indulgence  of  the 
public  has  hitherto  encouraged  it  to  folicit- 
I wilh  I had  no  need  to  fay,  that  on  the 
generality  of  this  congregation  will  reft  a 
great  lhare  of  its  ability  not  only  to  pre- 
ferve  the  valuable  afliftants  it  employs,  but 
to  raife  up  others  for  extending  its  benevo- 
lent work.  And  when  that  generality  is 
gathered  from  numbers  in  portions,  which 
hardly  any  circumftanccs  can  feel  the  want 
of,  furely  there  is  not  one  in  this  place 
but  will  put  forth  his  hand  to  the  contri- 
bution, which  makes  not  him  poor,  but 
will  be  the  mean  of  making  many  rich  in 
thofe  blefled  improvements,  which  flow 
from  a prefent  falvation,  and  may  lead  to 
one  that  is  eternal. 

* There  fome  of  them,  who  are  monu- 
ments of  the  bleffings  of  this  Humane 
Society,  now  ft  and  before  you.  be- 
hold them  alive  from  the  jaws  of  death  !

* A number  of  men,  women,  and  children,  recovered  by 
the  Society  from  apparent  death,  were  placed  in  a gallery 
oppoiite  to  the  Preacher. 
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They  were  buried  by  the  overwhelming 
deep,  or  they  felt  the  firangling  hand  of 
death  in  other  ways.  They  were  configned 
to  that  flate  of  darknefs,  which  you  never 
ferioufly  refle£t  on  but  with  trembling. 
They  a&ually  entered  that  land  of  the  ene- 
my, compared  with  whofe  captivity,  every 
bondage,  every  evil  upon  earth  is  weir 
come  to  your  minds ; and  even  to  retard 
whofe  approach,  you  count  all  the  wealth 
of  the  world  cheaply  laid  out,  in  the  hour 
when  he  threatens  you  with  his  grafp. 
They  fell  in  a moment ; When  leaf!  prer 
pared,  when  thinking  leafi  of  going  tq 
make  their  great  account,  they  were  car- 
ried away  from  induflrious  occupation,  or 
innocent  paflime,  from  the  anxious  expec- 
tation of  affiidted  parents,  difconfolate  fami- 
lies, or  lamenting  friends,  with  not  even  an 
interval  allowed  tp  call  a tranfient  thought 
upon  their  God.  You  mufl  therefore,  as 
men,  and  as  Chriflians,  furvey  them  with 
feelings  not  merely  of  aflonifhment,  but  of 

the 
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the  mod;  exalted  fympathy,  which  cannot 
fail  to  intereft  all  the  affe&ions  of  the  heart. 

Had  you  feen  them  in  the  tumultuous  mo- 
ment* when  every  little  remnant  fenfe 
was  ftruggling  for  refcue  from  the  cruel 
element*  which  ftrove  to  extinguifh  it  ; 
what,  that  the  hand  or  purfe  could  have  ad- 
miniftered,  would  you  have  fpared,  in  the 
impatient  endeavor  to  fave  a finking  bro- 
ther ? But  now  is  the  heart,  the  hand,  and 
the  purfe,  put  to  far  lefs  exertion*  Affift 
this  Society  with  your  mite,  and  you  fave  a 
finking  brother.  Even  now  perhaps,  while 
We  fpeak,  a beloved  child,  a father,  or  a mo- 
ther juft  taken  from  the  watery  grave,  or 
gathered  up  from  the  fufFocating  ftroke, 
are  bedewed  with  the  tears  of  furrounding 
and  inconfolable  relations,  whilft  the  mo- 
tionlefs  eyes  cannot  repay  with  one  fingle 
glance  the  burfting  fobs,  which  fain  would 
wake  them  into  life  : — They  run,  they  cry 
aloud  for  the  bleft  hand,  for  the  dear,  hu- 
mane, divine  art,  that  fhall  give  falvation.

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That  hand 5 that  bleffitig,  thatdear,humane, 
divine  art  is  yours,  who  this  day  enable 
this  Inftitution  to  give  its  relief  to  thefe 
fcenes  of  affliction* 

And  you  whom  it  has  faved,  will  not  fail 
evermore  to  give  it  your  bleffing.  And 
while  you  blels  it  with  your  voice,  you 
will  be  careful  to  enfure  an  additional  re- 
commendation to  itspurpofes,  in  the  confpi- 
cuous  ferioufnefs  of  heart,  and  regularity  of 
life*  which  it  has  been  the  inftrument  of 
producing  within  you ; and  which  it  ftrives 
to  nourifh  and  maintain  by  that  excellent  fcrip- 
ture,andthofe  other  fpiritual  books,  which  it 
has  put  into  every  oneofyour  hands.  Refledt 
that  God  hath  fuffered  you  in  a moft  extraor- 
dinary manner  to  be  refcued  from  an  inftant 
anduntimely  death;  and  let  your  futuredays 
give  him  the  proof  of  your  gratitude.  Per- 
haps, before-time  you  thought  but  little  of 
him  or  his  providence,  and  ftill  lefs,  it  may 
be,  of  the  precious  falvation  offered  by  hi$ 

Son, 
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Son.  Now  in  a temporal  fenfe,  Jefus  Chrljl 
hath  brought  you  to  know  by  the  fullell: 
experience,  that  fundamental  leflon  of  his 
gofpel,  by  grace  ye  are  faved  : he  has  there- 
fore given  a more  than  common  call  on  you 
to  think  and  feel  what  that  leffou  fpeaks  in. 
a fpiritual  fenfe,  with  refpeft  to  that  final 
falvation  you  have  yet  to  wait  for.  Once 
hath  he  raifed  you  as  from  the  dead : Let 
not  therefore  his  mercy  be  in  vain  ; but 
employ  it  to  the  purpofes  which  that  event 
fhould  mod  naturally  teach,  and  in  which 
the  apoftle  Paul  hath  already  inftrudted 
you,  that  you  may  know  him  and  the  power 
of  his  refurredtion , and  the  jellowfoip  of  his 
fufferings , being  made  conformable  unto  his  death , 
if  by  any  means  you  may  attain  the  fecond  re - 
furrettion from  the  dead , unto  life  everlafting.

Dr.  Houlfton,  of  Liverpool,  communicated  the  prefent 
Year  to  the  Register  the  Particulars  of  three  Perfons, 
whofe  Lives  were  faved  there,  by  ufing  the  Means  laid 
down  by  the  Humane  Society  ; Dr.  Dawfon,  of  Cold- 
ftiream,  reftored  a Child  ; Mr.  McQ_ueen,  of  ipfwich,  re- 
covered an  only  Son;  and  Mr.  Crutwell,of  Bath,  reftored 
three  Perfons,  namely,  A.  T.  a young  Woman,  who 
had  committed  the  horrid  Crime  of  Suicide  ; Mr.  Lay- 
ton’s.

Cf  feventeen  Cafes  at  Liverpool  (the  Particulars  of 
which  were  received  from  Dr.  Houlfton  the  prefent  Year, 
but  omitted  by  miftake  in  our  Reports  for  1779  and  1780) 
four  Lives  were  preferved,  and  five  Perfons  recovered  from 
Drowning.  A Child  reftored  by  John  Groves,  Eiq;  A 
Boy  recovered  by  Mr.  Baker,  James  Farrell,  a private 
Marine  on  board  his  Majefty’s  Ship  the  America,  by 
Mr.  Anderfon,  the  Surgeon,  who  concludes  his  letter  as 
follows: tc  In  three  Inftances  of  Succefs  I have  experienced

The  Reports  for  the  Years  1774,  1775,  1776,  1777, 
1778,  1779,  and  1780,  give  a circumftantial  Account  of 
the  Recoveries  from  apparent  Death;  the  Prefervations, 
and  likewifc  Inftances  of  Succefs  communicated  by  the 
Faculty  in  different  Parts  of  the  Kingdom.
